The Scotch¬ 
man, with all Ms genius, and Ms humor gigantes- 
que as that of Babelais, has grown shriller and 
sMffler with years, degenerating sometimes into a 
common scold, and emptying very nnsavory vials 
of wrath on the head of the sturdy British Socrates 
of wordly common;sen3e. The teaching of Emerson 
tended much more exclusively to self-culture and 
the independent development of the iudividnal 
man. It seems to many almost Pythagorean in ite 
voluntary seclusion from commonwmth affairs. 
Both Carlyle and Emerson were disciples of Goethe, 
hut Emerson in a for truer sense ; and while the

'We once 
had a glimpse of a genuine solitary who spent his 
winters one hundred and fifty miles beyond all 
human commuMcation, and there dwelt with Ms 
rifle as his only confidant. 

Compared with this, the shanty on'Walden Pond 
has something the air, it must be confessed, of the 
Hermitage of La Chevrette. We do not believe 
that the way to a true cosmopolitanism carries one 


into the woods or the society of mu^uashes. Per¬ 


haps the narrowest provincialism is that of Self, 
that of Eleinwinkel is nothing to it. The natural 
man, like the singing birds, comes out of the forest 
as inevitably as the uaturM bear and the wildcat 
stick there.

A SALMON FISHING ADVENTURE. 


Do you remember saying a salmon was as good 
as lost it he went over the Ess on the Pindhom at 
Belngas? writes Sir A. Cnminingto St. John. A 
strong and active fish played me a trick last week, 
and contradicted your idea, by taking me down 
from Eannoch over tho Fall, as to as the Pool 
above toe Divie junction. The Mght had been 
stormy, with heavy rain, and altHou^ I expected 
“she” would “grow” in the course of the day, I 
thought that by an early hour I might get a lew 
hours’ fishing before the water came down, espe¬ 
cially os fish very often take greedily just before a 
grow. I was at the river by four a.m., and com¬ 
menced at Bauuoch (Bdndolph’s Leap). I found 
the water much os I left “ her ” the night before, 
small and clear, the only chance of fish being just 
in the wMte broken water at the throats ol streams, 
or in toe deep holes amongst the rocks. Bonnoch 
is fishablo only from one smoH ledge or bench, 
about two feet square and 20 feet above the level 
of the water, to wMoh bench you must scramble 
down the face ol tho rock, and from i.niQ spot you 
fish the whole pool, beginning with the line as tho 
fly comes off the bar of the red, and letting ont 
yard by yard tiU the fly is working in the “spoots ” 
or narrow rapids, 80 to 90 feet down the stream. 
If you hook him you must play and MU Mm in toe 

n l if possible, your giUie cUpping Mm on a Kmali 
of gravel down below your feet, it being im¬ 
possible to foUow him if he takes down the water, 
from the smaU two-feet square ledge, without tot 
ascending to the foo^th, and redesoending to the 
bed of the river; this you cannot manage with a 
fish on, owing to trees and projecting rocks. The 
pool is fished from the right bank 
■WeU, I rose Mm at my feet almost at the tot

A TEAE—a Kttle year— ego, a part of the British 
pubhc was invited by its teachers to beHeve that the 
American civil war was over.

Gen. Grant, 
without a plan, but with a demoralized mob of 
armed men, was pii^red as floundering in the 
mud of the James Biver, whence he would find it 
hard to escape from Lee, even with the loss of his 
stores and hfr artiHeiy. Gen. Sherman having 
been drawn away from his base by Johnston, and 
being unable to hold Atlanta in the face of Hood, 
was described as breaking up his camp and flying to¬ 
ward the sea, in the hope, unlikely to he fnlfiUed, 
of finding toelter from toe enemy in his sMps. 

Men who felt no objection to the rise of a slave 
Empire, and women who admired the chivalry of 
Preston Brooks, were incited hj their teachers to 
kill ton fatted and subscribe to the Confederate 
loan. Some people did as they were told. Clubs 
were jocose, and Capel Court rejoiced. Money 
poured in, and the prospects of toe cotton loan 
improved. Yet to soldiers who paid a fair atten¬ 
tion to evKits, it was already clear that the South 
was broken, and ttat its submiasion was but a 
question of details and of days. Lee was locked 
fast in Bichmond, just as Floyd had been closed in 
Fort Donelson and Pemberton in Vicksburg, with 
no avenue of escape left open to Mm but such as 
led to capture and defeat. Sherman had spHt the 
Confederacy into halves, separating Lee from his 
auppHes, and paralyzing Hood. 

Of course the critics who prated about Grant 
being without a plan, and of Sherman being drawn 
into a trap, knew Uitle of these great Captains; 
not even the facts of their campaigns during the 
current war. A soldier who had studied toe 
strategy which led to the" capture of Donelson 
and 'Vicksburg would have found nothing to per¬ 
plex him in Grant’s approaches towards Bichmond. 
Ulysses Grant is a man of gemus; a soldier of new 
ideas-; one who wiU be found to have contributed 
fresh material to tlie art of wax. 'With him a si^e 
is a campaign. Instead of driving off the covering 
army from a fort or city, as old rules insisted must 
be done, before oommencijig operations against it. 
Grant manoeuvers to beep the covering army near 
him, to throw it within the fines, to compel it to 
take a part in the defence, and to fall when toe be¬ 
leaguered fortress falls. This plan has the disad¬ 
vantage of making a siege appear long, perplexing
